HAIFA. —- Controlling the popula- 
tion explosion in developing count- 
ries will work only by changing the 
religious and social motivation of 
their societies — the “technical” 

approach has failed. 

This was stated here by Yigal 
Gat, one of the Israeli delegates 
at the 23rd annual general assembly 
of the International Federation of 
Medical Students. He cited the ex- 
ample of India, where the birth 
€ontro] campaign seems to have in- 
fluenced only the educated class. 
“Birth control cannot work uniess 
it ig made a. desirable goal at the 
social and levels." Gat 
said. “How thia can be achieved is 
not a question the medical profes- 
sion can answer." 

The assembly urged that 1974-75 
be proclaimed a second birth control 
year, to follow the present one, “in 
view of the subject's grave lmpor- 
tance.” 

‘The delegates also held a seminar 
on medicine, science and technology 
“to forecast what medicine is going 
to look Uke at the end of the 
present century under the continous 
impact of growing scientific know- 
Jedge and technology.” 

Gat, a third-year student at the 
Technion Medical School, said that 


with the doubling of scientific in- 
formation every seven years, the 
medical student 20 years hence will 
be “out of touch with scientific 
realities” unless he 15 taught more 
basic science and technology. 

The assembly will wind up today 
with the adoption of resolutions. 
The 37 overseas delegates will leave 
on ἃ sightseeing tour of Jerusalem. 
The assembly was organized by Is- 
rael Shapiro, a Technion medical 
student. Next year’s assembly will 
pe held in the U.S,

WASHINGTON. — President Ford’s 
suggestion of amnesty for U.S. army 
deserters and draft evaders has met 
with opposition from a _ leading 
veterans’ organization. Reservations 
continued to be volced by some of 
the war exiles themselves. 

Voting on what has become one of 
the biggest political issues of the 
day, the 1,800.000-member Veterans 
of Foreign Wars on Tuesday approv- 
ed a resolution at its general con- 
ference in reaffirming its 
“total opposition to general and 
selective amnesty.” 


Speaking to the same audience on 
Wednesday, Democratic Senator 
Edward Kennedy called on American 
ex-servicemen to support President 
Ford's offer of leniency for war de- 
serters and draft dodgers. Interrupt- 
ed by shouts of “no, no, no,” Sen 
Kennedy, a strong contender for the 
1976 Democratic Party presidential 
nomination, told the ex-servicemen:

Bank not to deal with Russia

— The House of Representatives yesterday 


voted to order the Export-Import Bank to discontinue doing busi- 
ness with the Soviet Union until a trade reform bill affecting Soviet 
policies on Jewish emigration is signed into law and to discontinue 
‘business with Turkey until it stops growing heroin-producing pop- 


rig. action came on a basic bill 
that would extend the bank’s' life, 
due to expire on September 80, 
through June 30, 1978. The bank 
helps finance U.S. exports to dollar- 
short countries which cannot pay 
cash for US. goods. 

The measure passed on a 330-67 
roll call vote and was sent to the 
Senate. 

The House also approved, on a 
voice vote, an amendment by Rep. 
Thomas Rees, Democrat-California, 
that sald mo credits or guarantees 
could be made to Russia until the 
trade reform bill, now pending in 
the Senate, is signed into law. 

That dill is being held up by 
Senate consideration of an amend- 
Ment to it, the so-called Jacksan 
amendment, which would ban grant- 
ing “most favoured nation” status 
to Russia until it allows Jews to 
emigrate freely. 

In reference to Turkey, the bill 
the House passed yesterday in- 
eluded a provision that said the 
Export-Import Bank could not 

tee or give credit to Tur- 
key “until the President reports to 
the Congress that Turkey is co- 
operating with the U.S. in the cur- 
tailment of heroin traffic.” 

Debate on the measure made it 
clear that “cooperation” meant a 
renewed ban by Turkey on the 
growing of opium poppies.

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Kidnapped 
Dutch child 
found dead 


EINDHOVEN, Holland. — The five- 
year old kidnapped daughter of 8 
wealthy Dutch businessman has been 
found murdered, police told a news 
conference here yesterday. 

Caroline Pessers, the daughter of 
cigar company director Willem Pes- 
sers, was dragged into ἃ blue car 
Tuesday outside her home in Aalst, 
a residential village 16 km. south 
of Eindhoven. 

Police said a 19-year-old man had 
been arrested and that he had con- 
fessed to the kidnapping and murder 
of the child. 

Shortly after the girl disappeared, 
aman with a local accent telephoned 
police asking a ransom of 50,000 
guilders ($20,000), police sald; and a 
second phoned demand later doubled 
the ransom demand. 

Police said the arrested man was 
a metalworker from Bindhoven, and 
that he had been arrested at his 
Farents' home early yesterday, Police 
said there were no clues that he had 
had any accomplices. 

The arrest ended Hofland’s biggest 
manhunt ever, But police had few 
clues to work on as they searched 
through the woods and moors sur- 
rounding Aalst. 

Chief prosecutor Anton Meschaert 
reported that the girl’s body was re- 
covered from a grave near a desert- 
ed barn at Vessem, about 32 km.

British anti-Semitism on the rise 


By MARK SEGAL 

An Israeli visiting Emglend today finds Jews 
more worried than ever about the future. Anti- 
Semitiem is more open, almost respectable. 

It is the economic situation which has 
brought latent anti-Semitism to the surface. The 
indications’ of open hostility to Jews are more 
numerous than before. : 

For example, the phone-in programmes οὐ BBC 
Radio Manchester feature an increasing number of 
anti-Jewish remarks, along the lines of: “Britain’s 
economy is going to the dogs because the Jews 
are buying everything out.” The fact that this 
kind of talk can be.broadcast and that taboos 
on traditional Jew baiting over the media have 
been lifted is an index to be watched. 

Again, one sees the two letters Ν᾽ inscribed 
among other graffiti all over the London Under- 
ground. They stand for the “National Front,” the

Jews make news, as the saying goes, and the 
revelation of risky property manipulations involv- 
ing Jewish ames spark off chain reactions among 
both Jews and non-Jews. The complicated dealings 
of ‘William Stern have made constant newspaper 
copy, supplemented by the collapse of the Israel- 
British Gank ani its management's dubious ope- 
rations. The nervous reaction of so many British 
Jews to all this demonstrates the real meaning of 
the insecurity of the Galut Jew.
